Water pipes are to be placed 
within a few days on South Euclia 
avenue and subsequently grass 
seed will be sown — and before 
Spring comes to an end the park- 
Way will be a realtiy, 

At least, that was the outlook 
today. The WPA has agreed to in- 
clude the parkway improvement 
in a current project here, Richard 
G. Manley, city manager, said. 
This being the case, WPA work- 
ers are scheduled to start laying 
the water mains “within a very 
short time, perhaps today”, Mr, 
Manley explained. 

Salesmen who will provide the 
automatic sprinkler attachments 
for use in regular watering of the 
new parkway were scheduled tu 
be here today. This equipment will 
be purchased in the immediate 
future. 

Talked about for years, the 
parkway improvement was auth- 
orized by the city council a few 
months ago. Since then the ground 
has been levelled and other pre 
liminary preparations made for 
actual realization of the long- 
awaited improvement, 

The proposed improvement will 
for the present extend from the 
city’s southern city limits to 
Eighth street. Until the Pacific 
Electric tracks are removed, the 
parkway will not be placed from 
Eighth to the Santa Fe tracks.

Sound Financial Status 


Of Hospital Is Subject 


That the hospital is in better 
financial condition today than it 
was 12 years ago, when an indebt- 
edness of $60,000 “hung over its 
head”, was explained by Charles 
V. Barr, president of the board of 
trustees, when he spoke to mem- 
bers of the San Antonio Commun- 
ity Hospital Auxiliary at the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon in the 
hospital library, 

In addition to paying off the 
trust deed, which was originally 


with modern inventions, and has 
not permitted its equipment to 
become obsolete, Mr. Barr said. 
Quoting from the balance sheet 
of the hospital on March 1, 1940, 
Mr. Barr showed that the hospital 
had listed under “accounts receiv- 
able” or amounts due the hos- 
pital, a total of $12,114. On the! 
liability side of the sheet there | 
are listed notes payable at $3,500, 
and notes payable, due bond hold- 
ers, $3,500; accounts payable”, 
$4,373, and contracts payable, | 
$1,127. “The whole debt is there- 
fore less than we have on our

That being the case, a renewed effort is being made right 
here in this citrus producing district to set an example. 
Sunkist oranges are displayed in at least two stores at this 
geason of the year for the first time. 

Sure, it is easy for many people to go to their groves or | 
backyards and pick their own fruit. Or, the packing houses, 
with loose, ungraded fruit for sale, aren’t far away. But 
never before have stores displayed Sunkist fruit. | 

This effort is an experiment by the local stores. The re- 
sults will be watched not only here but by the dealer service 
department of the California Fruit Growers Exchange. This 
local effort by itself really means nothing, but added togeth- 
er, similar efforts in California cities could amount to some- 
thing. 

A year ago, Californians were urgently advised to drink 
more orange juice and the merchants were encouraged to pro- 
vide a nickle glass of juice. The results were noteworthy. 
What is being done by the two Upland stores today may 
be the start of similar displays in other citrus producing 
areas. The results should mean something to local growers. 

This isn’t a special appeal to the publie to go to these 
stores and buy Sunkist fruit. These displays, even though 
not large, should be noticed and the proprietors should be 
commended for their effort. .
